Gen. 
Nathaniel Church, n prominent 


eiti/.en of tins town, died on Monday of 
paralysis, nt the age of 80 years. 
Having 


been in public life for many years ho was 
well known throughout tho stale of Ithode 
Island, and in this section of Ma&sachu- 
Rotts. For moro tlmn twenty-live years ho 
represented tmS town in the state Legisla- 
ture, either as Senator or Ilepresenlalive.
